Seven men were killed and two 
are so badly wounded that 
death is believed to be certain 
to follow.. The powder maga- 
zine that exploded was not in 
a house,as at firet reported, 
but in a stope, a short distance 
from the shaft, on the 15)-foot 
level. In it were stored 3000 
pounds of dynamite. The 
seven men killed were on the 
same level at the time of the 
explosion, about noon Satur- 
day. 

What caused the explosion 
will never be known, for every 
man in the vicinity was not 
only killed, but torn to pieces. 
Three of the bodies cannot be 
found, or so much asa scrap 
of them, though they may be 
buried under debris in a re- 
mote part of the drift. Several 
boxes of fragments have been 
gathered together, at the 
greatest risk to those who en- 
ter the mine, for the whole 
property is destroyed. An in- 
vestment of £40,900 is wiped 
out ofexistence 

The two men who were in 
the mine and escape alive, 
though wounded, were on the 
100-foot level. One of them, it 
is averred, was thrown from 
the 30-foot level to the surface 
through the shaft The 
ground heaved and broke up 
onthe eurface and then eet- 
tled back upon the lower 
workings. Drifts have been 
ron ata depth of more than 
two hundred feet, and these 
are destroyed entirely, as 
dynamite has its greatest 
force downward. _ 

Three of the men killed, 
O'Neill, Wilson and Godfrey, 
are from Stafford, a few miles 
west of this point, and leave 
families. The mine was the 
property of the Commerce 
Mining Company, a Massa- 
chusetts corporation, repre- 
sented on the ground by one 
of its directors, O’Connell,who 
was among the number killed.

The crape hung 
at the hall, in which are piled some 
sixty coffins, two undertakers being 
busy all day, and notices of funerals 
posted on street corners; surrounded ty 
crowds of men, tell their own sorrow- 
ful tale. 

Shortly after the seventh body was 
found the workers came to the wrecked 
portion of No. 6 mine, and now have 
débris as well as gas to deal with.

Principal in Shooting Scrape at Hono- 

lulu Well Knwon in Los Angeles—His 

Style of Humor not Appreciated. 

“Gernalist” Edwin 8. Gill has broken 
out in a new spot. A special dispatch 
to The Times from Honolulu, via San 
Francisco, published yesterday, told 
how Gill shot and wounded a reporter 
of a rival paper who asked Gill to de- 
sist from publishing uncomplimentary4 
remarks about a party of young la- 
dies temporarily sojourning at the Ha- 
walian capital.

PENDLETON BILLS ARE ADOPTED

Hew Classification of All Cities of the |

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 19.—(Excilusive 
Dispatch.] Ali question as to the legal 
status of the police courts of Los An- 
geles will be removed within a day or 
two, as soon as the Governor can affix 
his signature to bills which are in- 
tended to remove the. present peculiar 
objections which might be made to the, 
acts and determinations of those courts, | 
The Pendleton bills on. that subject 
were adopted by the Senate today, and | 
as they have already passed the As-| 
sembly, they will go to the Governor. 
The first of the bills is that to estab- 
lish police courts in cities of a certain 
class, and the other is for a new clas- 
sification of all the cities of the State. 

Under the new classification Los An- 
geles becomes a city of the first and 
one-half class. The only changes made 
in the previous arrangements of the 
Los Angeles police courts is that an 
increase of $400 per annum is made in 
the salaries of the judges, and an as- 
sistant prosecuting attorney is pro- 
vided for at a salary of $1500 per an- 
num. 

The question of whether courts of 
appeal shall be created to relieve the 
Supreme Court of much of ita work 
will probably again be submitted to the 
people at the next election. The propo- 
sition was voted down at the last elec- 
tion because of certain objections in the 
manner of the creation of the proposed 
courts. 

Early in the session Assemblyman 
Frank James introduced a proposed 
legislation amendment, providing for 
three courts of appeal. The main dif- 
ference between his measure and that 
@efeated last year is that the new pro- 
posed amendment calls for the election | 
of the judges of the court instead | 
of their appointment. There are 
other changes, but they refer merely | 
to the mode of procedure. The mat- 
ter come today for final passage, | 
and was adopted by a vote of 6 to 1.

at the last previous general election, 
such amendment shal! be advertised 
in the manner provided for the ad- 
vertising of proposed city charters and 
submitted to the voters at a general 
or special election. If such amendment 
ia approved by a majority of the vot- | 
ers voting thereon it shall be submitted 
to the Legislature for its approval, 
without power of alteration or amend- 
ment.” 

Such approval may be made by con- 
eurrent resolution, and if approved by 
a majority vote of the members elected 
to each House, the amendment shall 
thereupon became a part of such char- 
ter, and supersede all laws and provi- 
sions of such character in conflict thcre- 
with.

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 1&8—{Recular 
Correspondence.) The narrowness of 
the McKittrick field, a matter of al- 
most general admission, seems to have 
been proven beyond a doubt. or at 
least to such an extent that prudence 
would lead a cautious operator here- 
after to let the other man do the pros- 
pecting.

LEGISLATION. 


Governor's Plague Bill 

_ Not in Favor Here. 

Citizens Consider it a 
Useless Measure. 


Legislative Junkets and Paris 
Exposition Fiasco Also 
Roundly Scored. 


The action of the State Legislature 
in passing the plague bill placing at 
the disposal of the Governor $100,000 
for the ostensible purpose of stamping 
out contagious diseases that might be- 
come epidemic in the State, was the 
subject of considerable comment in this 
city yesterday when the facts became 
known through perusal of the legis- 
lative reports of The Times. The late 
San Pedro Hartor junketing trip and 
the extravagance of the Legislature in 
general in squandering the taxpayers 
money also came in for a good deal of 
criticism. 

“If Henry T. Gage will sign his 
death warrant by signing that fool 
plague bill, as Senator Ashe declared 
he would do, in his epeech in opposi- 
tion to the pernicious measure, by all 
means let him sign it. The people 
have had enough of the vainglorious 
Gage. The Governor of any State who 
imagines himself to be a bigger man 
than Uncle Sam deserves to have his 
doom sealed, and it is fitting that he 
should dig his own political grave.” 
The language quoted from a leading 
merchant here is a fair consensus of 
the opinions of prominent citizens and 
taxpayers who were interviewed on the 
subject of the plague bill and other 
extravagant acts of the Legisiature. 

A chorus of disapproval is all that 
a Times reporter when he 
broached the subjects of plague legis- 
lation, legislative junkets and general 
legislative extravagance to a number 
of representative business and profes- 
sional men. 

“AS to the Paris scandal,” said one 
prominent citizen, “it was mereiy 
throwing good money after bad to 
spend a couple thousand of dollars on 
an investigation which ri sulted in noth- 
ing further than confirmation of what 
the people already knew, that over a 
hunarea thousand dollars of their 
monev had been squandered. There's 
only one person to hold responsibie for 
the Paris flasco, and that one is the 
Governor. He became responsible tor 
the waste of money when he appointed 
a commission to have the spending of 
it, that eid not come up to the re- 
quirements of the exposition appropria- 


should consist 
need in exposition work. 
Yet the Governor well knew when he 
appointed them, that two of bis ap- 
pointees had had no experience at al 
in that direction, and that the third 
man selected was more noted for his 
convivial habits than as a successi{ul 
exposition manager. The one man in 
Southern California probably best 
fitted to repr t this section of the 
State, by reasor of his experience wiih 
expositions, was entirely ignered by 
the Governor, because the men urging 
his appointment were not politicians 
of the Dan Burns brand. Had the Gov- 
ernor given Frank Wiggins, secretary 
and superintendent of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, a place on the 
Paris commission, it is not likely that 
a scandal would have occurred, an‘ 
California woud have had an exhibit 
at Paris worthy of the name. Wiggins, 
at least, would not have been a party 
to the frittering away of the State's 
money. Peopie who earned medals 
would have gotten them without be- 
ing bled as they have been, for Wi«- 
“ins, or any other man of his stamp 
who might have been appointed ’o the 
responsiole position 6f Paris comm.s- 
sioner would have scotched the evil 
at its inception.” 

Speaking of the junketing trips for 
which the present siature has be- 
come famous, Gen. John R. Mathews, 
who has served the people of Los An- 
geles ably in both the Aésembly and 
the Senate. said he thought little good 
ever came of gsivh trips. Junkets 
generally failed of their purpose be- 
cause the men who went on them had 
little time during their brief visits 
to learn much about the subjects 
under investigation. Furthermor., 
many took little pains to accomplish 
the objects of the Junkets further than 
to be entertained and draw their mile- 
age. Less junkets and less State com- 
missions, eaid Gen. Mathews, would be 
a godsend to California, and a much- 
needed relief from unnecessary 
ation. The tendency should be to de- 
crease the number of State commis- 
sions and not to increase them. said 
the former Aésemb!yman and Senator. 

Gen. Mathews said he was opposed 
to the bill to place gn appropriation 
of $100,000 at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernor to fight contag!i diseases, for 
if the mone~ were av@ilable, whether 
there were any such disease or not, 
| somebody would make excuse to draw 
woon the fund and biow it in. He 
believed it was the province of the 
national government to guard the sea- 
coasts and borders of all the States 
to keep out plagues, and did not think 
it wise to try to eettle the expense on 
the State when the Marine Hospital 
Service was organized and maintained 
for that very purpose. 

Gen. Mathews thought the junket- 
ing and commission evil cou'd be 
leseened by having ore general com- 
mission of competent men at a liberal 
fixed salary to eupervise, examine and 
report regularly on all the public in- 
stitutions of the State. A commission 
of three men, appointed on account of 
their fitness and integrity. whose time 
would be devoted exclusively to such 
work, could report more intelligently 
on the State institutions and do more 
to aesure their economica] and effi- 
client administration than all the leg- 
isiative comittees ever appointed can 
do in their biennial fleeting visits. Gen. 
Mathews, during his last term in the 
Senate, suggested a bill for the crea- 
tion of such a commission, but when 
the measure was introduced at the be- 
hest of Gov. Budd, he found that it 
gave the proposed commission such 
unlimited powers that he as con- 
strained to oppose it, especially as he 
suspected that it was the purpose of 

Gov practica! 
politicians broad-gauge 
business man to membership of the 
comm iesion. 

Former Assemblyman L. H. Valen- 
tine said wholesale junketing was a 
needless waste of money. Little good 
ever came of it. «It was proper that 
committees of the Senate and Assem- 
bly snould at stated periods visit the 
public institutions of the State in or- 
der to learn their needs? but these 
committees should be as smal! as pos- 
sible, not exceeding three members. 
One committee should be sufficient to 
visit all the institutions in the south- 


ern part of the State. 
“I was always opposed to this whole- 


tien act. The act stipulated thac the) 


sale junketing while I was in the Leg- 
islature. Where such vieits by legis- 
lati committees are advisable, they 
should be made unannounced, so that 
the legislators could get an idea of 
the everyday working of the institu- 
tions. The way the thing is done gen- 
erally is for notice of the visit to be 
given in advance. The result is that 
the officere and citizens interested gen- 
erally make elaborate preparations for 
the entertainment of their visitors, and 
as a consequence very little attention 
is given to the business in hand” 

Mr. Valentine did not express him- 
self favorably as to the plague bill. He 
thought the national government 
shoulld have a voice in such matters, 
and he doubted the advisability of sad- 
diing any extra expense on the State 
at this time for such a purpose. The 
San Pedro Harbor junket, Mr. Valen- 
there was no excuse for 
a 

Former State Senator R. N. Bulla, 
who served eight years in the Legis- 
lature altogether, said there was no 
excuse, in his opinion, for legislative 
junkets whatever. The time of the 
lawmakers could be more profitably 
Spent by attending to their duties of 
the State capital during the short time 
allotted for the Legislature to meet. 
He never went on any junkets him- 
self, and he did not believe they ac- 
complished what they were intended 
for. It was a useless expenditure of 
the people's money to pay mileage for 
the lawmakers to go on these pleasure 
trips, which was all they amounted to 
in many instances. The information 
which they were supposed to furnish 
could be better obtained by other and 
— methods. 

on't see how the Governor ‘can 
reconcile his plague appropriation with 
his protestations of economy. If no 
plague exists in the State, as he 
always maintained, why should he 
need any money to stamp it out?’ 

W. J. Washburn, banker and presi- 
dent of the City Board of Education, 
said: “Such junkets as the San Pedro 
Harbor imspection are a shameful 
waste of public money. The Paris Ex- 
position investigation was a farce. 
What our legislators should do is to 
decrease taxation instead of piling it 
on for things that are of no benefit to 
the people or the State at large. Taxes 
are so high now in this city as to make 
it almost impossible for any capitalist 
to live here and be honest. Take the 
investor In municipal bonds, for fn- 
stance, which draw a low rate of in- 
terest, if he gives them in for taxa- 
tion as she. should under our law. the 
taxes would amount to almost as much 
as his interest. A man cannot afford 
to live here if he has to give up all his 
income for taxes.”

SHARES AND MONEY. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—There was an 
element among the professional opera- 
tors on the Stock Exchange which 
worked for a rally today, on the theory 
that yesterday's selling was largely 
due to operations for the bear account, 
and that the vigorous support of the 
market would drive these bears to 
cover. The maneuver was entirely 
without success, especially in the early 
dealings, but ail of the market's 
strength was confined to a very few 
stocks, and was wot long maintained. 
Business fell away to the point of 
semi-stagnation at times during the 
day, showing no signs of the recent 
large general dtmand, or of operatiors 
by/large banking or financial! 
which was the backbone of the market 
for a long time. Obviously nose but 
professiens! operators were interested 
to any great extent in the day's trans- 
actions. There are too many dubious 
considerations in the immediate future 
to havea pressing influence on specu- 
lation, whigh has been busy for a long 
time’ past in discounting all the most 
favorable considerations that could be 
imagined, and many of which have en- 
tirely failed to occur thus far. Expec. 
tations continue on tiptoe of an of- 
ficial announcement of the terms of the 
steel merger, which are almost hourly 
expected, and yet it is evident that the 
cumbersome retest may drag for a 
long time. steel stocks were all 
feverish and unsettled, but generally 
weakened during the course of the day. 
The money market was not violently 
disturbed, but the tone continues to 
harden. A development which may 
have important consequences was a 
recovery in discount rates in London, 
in spite of the general supposition that 
the bank rate will be reduced this 
week. Sterling exchange hardened in 
New York on demand for remittance 
by. tomorrow's steamer. The decision 
to close the Stock Exchange from 
Thursday to Monday morning was an 
influence toward duliness.

Im some such phraseology as this 
you will often see a formal sitting of 
the House of Lords recorded in your 
ordinary merninge paper. But you 
want a vivid jmagination to grasp the 
scene as it really is. 

The House of Lords, understand, is 
the most magnificent hall in the world. 
It is gorgeous, and it is dignified. The 
roof is high and vaulted, and the oak 
beams are carved and tricked with 
é@uil cold. The great stone-buttre: sed 
windows are stained-glassed, showing 
pictures of noble evedtts in LErglish 
ftistory. On stone brackets are sta.ues 
‘or knights and belted caris and sobe 
@ukes, in chain’ armor, resting on 
Massive two-handed swortis, and look- 
ing down with something cf a scowl 
where their frock-coated, silk-hatted, 
patent-shoed descendants rit and pass 
Jawa for the rule of the rea'm. 

' At the far end of this gorgeous 

\Chamber, beneatn a gilded canopy 
a low dais, is a large char, 
luke you find in entrance-bails of coun- 
try mansions. But you can't see tne 
chair, for is swathed in maroon 
bame, it suggests a dust wrapper 
which the maid has forgotten to re- 
move. But beneath it is the Throne, 
which is only uncovered when Farile- 
mcnt is bo. ng opeaed or pioiegued by 
the reading of the Queens speech. 

A littie m front is a big, heavily- 
petdes, dui-rea setiee. ituis is tae 
woolaack, and, when the house is 
sitting. there the Lord Chancellor re- 
cine». im tront is a great table, with 
huge books stacked on it, the Statutes 
of Ureat Britain, and at the lower end 
sit three clerks in silk gowns and 
short bob-wigse. On each side run 
benches of giarmmg.red morocco leather. 

Very impressive it ail is, and you 
would no mere think of cracking a 
joke in it than you woul. of asking a 
conundrum ima cathedral. 

It is nearly half-past four, and the 
House is ite deserted save for the 
three ci s. One is writing ietters, 
and the silence is so marked you can 
aistinctliy wear the scratca-seratch of 
his quill; another clerk is whittling a 
quill to bits for sheer lacx of anything 
elge to do: the taird cierk has before 
him & huge, duli-backed volume with 
two bookmarkers of green ribbon a4 
couple o: inches wide, and he keeps 
turning the pages, looking here and 
running tig «ye up there as though 
Some item in an account has gone 
astray, but he is determined to find it. 

Presently there is a rustle. The 
clerks cease their letter-writing, their 
quili-whittling, and their account- 
gearching, and jump to their feet. 

From under tne gallery at the lower 
end of the hall comes a ‘slim-shanked 
Wien, in knee-breeches and silk stock- 
ings, and on his shoulder he carries a 
meesive gilt mace, that seems too 
heavy for him. Immediately behind is 
another slim man, but tater, and he is 
carrying in front of him something 
like a Freemason's apron, only instead 
of bwe and white it is duil-toned, 
claret and goid, quartered, and in the, 
quarterings you see the Royal arms.

“Wolds down over his shoulders. He 
has put it on « little bit awry this af- 
ternoon.* But that is just what a folly 
eid uncle, who doesn’t care much for 
perconsl appearance, would do. 


Now, as the great Lord Chancellor the 


passes along. the three 
clerks put t knuckles on the table 
and bow thelr heads for fifteen s-cond:. 
as the saying of grace is acknowledged 
round the ordimary family tale. Af- 
ter that they drop into their meats, 
and the letter-writing, ani the whit- 
fling. and the account-chasing starts 
‘alijover again. 

Lord Chancellor ie on the wool- 
sack. and the mace is tying in front 
of him. The Lord Chancellor sits and 
looks ahead stolidly, as though trying

he twindles his thumbs. 

*. Beyond the throne and the wool- 
sack is a great hall, carpeted with 
green. Now and them a figure crosses.

Scratch, scratch, goes the pen of the 
clerk, and rustic, rustic, go the pages 
of the green-ribboned book. 

Here is another peer, spare, whis- 
kered, not so well dressed as the other:

G@rops at the other end of the bench 
where the first comer is sittine. He aits 
still for a few seconds; then he rises, 
woes to the table, picks up a printed 
sheet, glances cursorily, puts it down, 
site down himeecif, puts on, bis hat, and 
is agein as quiet as 4 watwork figure. 

Then comet an old gentleman. a fine, 

lve oid man, With an antique 
touch about hi« clothes, and wearing a 
white eteck for collar.

Then a laugh. Yes; you actually 
hear a laugh.

Yow fee! just a little 
becaure the Gilded Chamber—., 
silent, magnificent, the very air having 
Sanctity in it—has reduced your na- 
ture to a hush.

SIDE-LIGHTS ON THE 
BRITISH PARLIAMENT.

Lord Chancellor. The Lord Chancel'or 
beams—O, such a hearty, chubby beam 
of a smile from an old man!—and 
sticks out his hand. The peer sits down 
by his side. He must actually be tell- 
ing that story over again for the ben- 
efit the Lord High Chancellor of Eng- 
land. Anyway, the Lord Chancellor of 
England—titting there in fuli-bottomed 
wig and silk robe and knee-breeches, 
and the mace, emblem of Her Gracious 
Majesty herselt. tying before him—be- 
comes very purple. His little short 
body rolls from side to side with laugh- 
ter, and the horrible dread comes into 
your mind that his Lord High Chan- 
cellorship may roll off the woolsack 
upon the floor. But the fear passes. 

With a sharp jerk of the heal, as 
much as to say: “Now, what do you 
think of that for a yarn?” the story- 
telling peer strolis away. 


Silence again—a tremendous, awe- 
some silence—now hangs over the 
Gilded Chamber. Your reverence, 


which hed been in a little danger, is 
Strong again. You look down on the 
House, on those long scarlet benches, 
at the men. less than half a dosen of 
them, sitting apart, negligently, with 
their hats on— and incidentally you 
wonder what it must feel like to be a 
peer. You glance at the stained-glass 
windows and see that a boyish, sweet- 
lipped being, with a golden crown, is 
lovking at you: you would like to know 
what those chain-armored, double- 
sworde}, heavy-moustached stone lords 
are thinking about; above all you are 
cUrious, if there is any business to be 
done, when it is going to begin. 

A clerk risey. He lifts a piece of 
7 ; he mumbles and sits down! 

e Lord Chancellor rises. He has a 
foolscap printed sheet in his hand. 
He is speaking quite low, as if to him- 
self. The peers assembled are taking 
no notice. No one lifts an eyebrow. 

The Lord Chancellor is speaking: 
“M’ lords, question is—Unification Lon- 
don Bill—read—third time—those favor 
say ‘Content’—those against ‘Not Con- 
tent’—-I think ‘Contents’ have it—‘Con- 
tents’ have it.” All this in one breath. 

Nobody had said “Content; nobody 
has had a chance for snying “Not Con- 
tent.” There is indifference. But the 
Upper House of the British Parliament 
has read the'Unification of London Bill 
for the third time! 

Again there are seconds of silence. 
The Lord Chancellor rises once more. 
You know he is speaking because you 
can hear the mumble. Lords—ques- 
tion 
‘Not Conte—n’—Cont-n’—h'v it.” 

Not a sign from the peers. 

You dor.'t know what it all means. 
But this, however, only adds to the im- 
pressiveness of the scene. 

Still once again, the Lord Chancellor 
rises. There is a whisper about “Proe— 
Con- 
tents’’—“tents have it!’’ 

The Lord Chancellor resumes the 
twiddling of his thumbs. The clerks 
seem industrious, for they are all writ- 
ing. The peers are unmoved. Shrely 
turned to wax! 

#n't there going to be any speaking? 
Where is Lord Salisbury? Whereis 
Lord Roseberv? Where is the Duke 
eg Devonshire, and where is Lord Kim- 

ey? 

Now the Lord Chanceller ts standing 
once more. “Questions I have—put— 
House now adjourned. Conte—rrr! 
Not—Con—think—Con—Con—h' vit.” 

There spring forward, from mysteri- 
ous nowhere, the slim gentlemen, the 
one who carries the royal arms on vel- 
)vet banner and the other who carries 
the mace. The Lord Chancellor holds 
his long robes about him as a French- 
women holds her petticoats when 
crossing a muddy road—that is, os 
both sides. Away he walks down the 
floor, gives a half ned to the bowing 
clerks, no nod at all to the attendants 
about the door, and disap 

The peers look up: they realize busi- 
ness isover. Phen carelessly they stroll 
away. The House of Lords has sat 
for seven minutes, and it has “read” 
three bilis that may, or may not, ul- 
timately get on the statute book. 

But it is not always like this. There 


are nights when their lordships have 
big detates, lasting f:om hal{-past four 
ttt! about seven, when they close, be- 
cause it is time to go off home and 
dress for dinner. 

Yet you never get the excitement in 
Lords that often you can witness 
in the Commons. The Commons is the 
pit and the gallery by comparison with 
the aristocratic orchestra stalls of the 
Lords. The gallery and the pit yell 
delight or scream execration. The 
orchestra stalls are much too dignified 
to show approval or displeasure. Ac- 
cordingly, when you notice on the 
newspaper contents-sheets “Scene in 
the House,” you may know it isn’t in 
the House of Lords. 

The proportion of Conservatives to 
Liberals is at least ten to one, and 
therefore the benches behind that on 
which sit the Prime-Minister and the 
Foreign Secretary, and other great 
men of the State, are often banked up 
with peers. 

At the top end, above the gangway, 
are several short benches for the peers 
epiritual. Here sit the bishops, the 
Primate first, then his Grace of York, 
then my Lord Bishop of London, and 
the other Bishops anywhere. But 
they are all in their long gowns and 
puffed sleeves of iawn. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, a heavy, rugged, 
savage-visaged man, whose power of 
mind is mirrored in powerful face, sits 
at the corner, and looks on with the 
eye of a not overpleased master. The 
Archbishop of York is more of the 
courtier, grey and gentle, with refined 
countenance ‘and refined words. Dr. 
Temple speaks huskily; Dr. Maclagan 
is all sweetness, 

But the benches on the other side— 
how sparse are the occupants! Three 
or four men afe on the front bench. 
The Ear! of Kimberley first, a straight 
elderly, colorless man, bald-headed. 
Next to him is Lord Spencer, a strik- 
ing-faced man, lined on the brow, and 
strong, spreading rusty beard: but his 
eyes Gre Sad, a¢ thovgh he hed ex- 
perienced some disillusion. Then there 
is the Earl of Aberdeen, ~iack-whis- 
kered and black-clad, which gives the 
iden he is alWays in mourning for 
somebody. Dotted here and there are 
other Liberal lords in cold isolation. 


full-faced, and inclined to be ruddy. 
You would imagine he were a young 
man were it not for the iron-grey hair 
you catch a glimpse of. There is a 
personality about this man, something 
you see and feel, yet can't explain. 
There is nothing in his face, or his 
manner, or attire to particularly at- 
tract. Still, you keep finding your- 
self attracted. The man is the Earl 
of Rosebery, formerly Prime Minister 
of England, sitting alone, dissociating 
himself from what is called the of- 
ficial opposition. 

Behind the clerk, crosswise on the 
floor, are the cross-benches for peers 
who have no particular political opin- 
fons, or who don’t wish to show them 
by sitting on one side or the other. 
Here sit the Prince cf Wales. the Duke 
of York, and their relatives; aleo men 
like Lord Roberts and Lord Wolseley. 

But the dominant character in the 
House is Lord Salisbury. There he is 
in the very middle of the Ministerial 
bench, a cumbersome man, round- 
backed, with his giant head pressed 
heavy on his shoulders, his thinning 
hair near to whiteness, his face full 
of character and thought and far- 
awayness. 

Without any disrespect, I would say 
he sits in a lump, as though he had 
fallen awkwardly in his seat and for- 
gotten to move. You would think by ' 
this time he had got over nervousness 
when about to speak. No. 

Lord Salisbury gives unfailing sig- 
nals when he proposes to take part 
in debate. He gets his legs together, 
and raises his knees so that only his 
toes touch the ground. His knees be- 
gin to tremble. That is sign num- 
ber one. Sign number two is when 
he puts both his hands on his knees 
and commences beating an agitated 
tattoo with his finger-tips. When you 
see this it is certain he will rise when 
the man now talking sits down. 

On his right is usually the Duke 
of Devonshire. You never get any 
sign from him. He pushes his legs 
out straight, tilts his hat over his 
nose, dives his hands deep in his

He always has a dispatch box at his 
elbow; he is always diving into it, 
searching for documents, reading them, 
making notes on the margin. He is 
one of t men who never have a 
spare minute. As a speaker he doesn't 
impress you. You won't find a bril- 
liant sentence, nor a neatly turned 
phrase, nor a play on words, if you 
search all the speeches of his life.

I know in the newspaper reports of 
his speeches in the ouse of Lords 
you frequently see a bracketed word 
“cheers,” indicating appreciation. But 
their lordships do not cheer in the 
way the word is generally understood. 
Their wildest enthusiasm never goes 
beyond a low rumble of applause or 
peers calling “h-e-a-r” long drawn 
ou 


There are strictly no rules of proce- 
dure. In the House of Commons, if a 
member wanders one iota from the 
matter in debate the Speaker is on 
his feet shouting “Order,” and if the 
member persists in wandering the 
Speaker has the power to order him 
to resume his seat. The Lord Chan- 
celior has absolutely no power to regu- 
late debate. Apart from the formal 
business on the nda, a peer can 
get up and talk about anything he 
likes. He may, in the middle of a 
debate that seems cemtered on army 
regulation, stroll off into by-paths of 
bimetallism, and wind up with a dis- 
quisition on the potato crop in the 
west of Ireland. 

In the House of Commons no mem- 
ber must address another by name. 
He must never speak, in open debate, 
to another member, but of him, and 
he is always addressing the Speaker. 
The Speaker holds the balance, “and 
when half a dozen men jump to their 
feet, wanting to talk, he names one, 
and the others instantly give way. 

But if two or more lords rise at the 
same time, the Chencellor has no 
power to call on one. The lords must 
settle themselves who has precedence. 
Sometimes two men get up, and 
neither has any disposition to give 
way to the other. They stand glower- 
at ome another. Then the House gets 
perilously near an “incident.” There 
never is an incident, because the peers 
sitting round start calling the name 
of the man they desire to hear—such 
es “Salisbury,” or “Rosebery,” or 
“Devonshire’—and that decides mat- 
ters. 

The of the House of Com- 
mons never expresses a political opin- 
jon one way or the other. Not so 
the Lord Chantellor. Lord Halsbury 
frequently joins in debate. But he 
mustn't speak as Lord Chancellor, 
though he is entitled to do so as Lord 
Halsbury. So he rises from the Wool- 
sack, vacates it, takes three steps to 
the left, delivers his speech, and then 
comes back and sits on the woolsack. 

In the House of Commons, when a 
division is taken, men go into the 
“Aye and “No” lobby, and as they 
come out their noses are counted. I 
the House of Lords the peers go in 
the “Content” or Non-Content” lobby, 
and as they come out they are tapped 
on the shoulder with a white wand, 
and so counted. 

Again, in the House of Commons 
lady visitors, be they whom they may, 
must go into a dim-lit gallery, up 
near the roof, and protected by great 
brass bars, like a wiki-beast cage, 
so that they may just see, but cannot 
themselves be seen. It is thought the 
presence of beauty may disturb the 
serenity of the legislators. 

Around the side of the House of 
Lords runs a narrow gallory. and here 
the lady relatives of peers may sit. 
In the height of the London season, 
when all the pretty frocks ar: donned, 
the gilded chamber is then made more 
decorative than ever.

WISHES IGNORED. 


GIVEN NO OPPORTUNITY TO VOTE 
ON SALOON QUESTION. 
Trustees Trot Out a “High License” 
Substitute and Turn Down the Re- 


quest Formulated in Maes meeting of 
Citizens. 


SANTA ANA, Feb. 19.—{Regular 
Correspondence.} As indicated in this 
correspondence a few days ago as a 
probability, a majority of the members 
of the Board of City Trustees have 
defeated the proposition of submitting 
the question of saloons or no saloons 
to the people at the coming municipal 
election, as requested in a set of reso- 
lutions adopted a month ago by a 
mass meeting held in the Grand Opera- 
house. Presumably the board did not 
have sufficient backbone to vote duwn 
the resolutions offered by the mass 
meeting, for they came to their session 
with what purported to be a substi- 
tute, in typewritten form, providing 
that the people should vote on “For 
high license, yes; for high license, no.” 
This was claimed by four members of 
the board to mean practically the some 
as to vote on the question of ‘For sa- 
loons, yes; for saloons, no.” Exception 
Was made to the substitute offered by 
Mr. Edgar from the Third Ward, on the 
ground that the voters of the city who 
desired no saloons could not express 
their desires; that the substitute does 
not touch the saloons; that it only re- 
fers to “high license.” But these cb- 
jJections were made in vain. 

When it became apparent that the 
four members of the board had pre- 
viously arranged the action they would 
take, and that they would not permit 
the people of Santa Ana to eapress 
their preferences at the polls on the 
saioon question, W. H. Spurgeon arose 
and made @ personal appeal to the 
Trustees, asking them to take action 
on the request made of them by th: 
mass meeting. “You owe it to this 
committee.” said Mr. Spurgeon, “to 
consider that petition. Vote it down, 
if you will, but give it respectful con- 
sideration.” Templeton of the 
city schools, James McFadden, Dr. 
Bruner, George Huntington and others 
spoke along the same line, but their 
appeals were ignared. Jud Rush, Hs.., 
of Los Angeles addressed the board in 
the interests of the Nquor element, ad- 
Vocating that the hicth-license propo- 
sition be voted upon instead of the 
saloon question proper.
